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Bus firm in bid 
to stop misery 


MONTHS of misery may 
be at an end for bus 
passengers in and 
around Ely. 

More changes have been 
made to bus timetables - 
and councillors hope these 
will solve the problems. 

Stagecoach has extended the 
X9 service between Cambridge 
and Ely to cover March Tesco and 
added additional journey time to 
the number 12 which runs from 
Ely to Cambridge via Soham, 
Newmarket and surrounding 
villages. 

Philip Norwell, managing 
director for Stagecoach, said: 
“These changes have been 
introduced after hearing mem¬ 
bers of the public had been 
experiencing problems. 

“By extending the X9 service 
and adding an extra 12 minutes to 
the journey time of number 12 we 
are confident they will improve 
reliability and ensure that if and 
when hold-ups occur - for 
example at Ely Railway bridge - 
they can be better dealt with. 

“All of our vehicles are also now 
floor-level ones, meaning they are 
much easier for those with 
buggies and wheelchairs.” 

The changes were introduced 
at the weekend. 

And plans are now in place to 
introduce state-of-the-art touch 
screens, also known as real time 
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passenger information, at the 
city’s bus stops. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil says transport bosses are now 
investigating bringing them to the 
city. 

Cllr Philip Eden, the City of Ely 
Council’s transport represent¬ 
ative, is confident the changes will 
be welcomed by passengers. 

He said: “Stagecoach certainly 
seems to have listened to those 
who have been experiencing 
troubles with the services. 

“I am confident that these 
changes are going to make a 
difference. 

“As far as real time passenger 
information is concerned, this 
would be a fantastic thing to have 
in Ely and I look forward to 
hearing more about the county 
council’s plans as and when they 
develop. 

“This is something that would 
really boost people’s confidence 
in using our public transport.” 

The Weekly News was bomb¬ 
arded with complaints after 
Stagecoach introduced a new 
timetable in February. 

Cllr Eden said: “Lateness has 
been the major problem since the 
original changes were put in place 
but with the extra journey time 
now introduced this should be 
sorted.”

Call for traffic calming 
at pedestrian crossing 


CONCERNED residents are de¬ 
manding more traffic calming 
measures near a pedestrian 
crossing. 

People are urging Cambridgeshire 
County Council (CCC) to carry out the work 
in Broad Street, Ely, before a child is killed. 

Families looked on in horror on Monday 
when a dog was run over at the pedestrian 
crossing near the entrance to Jubilee 
Gardens and Cherry Hill Park. 

Nearby residents say it is only a matter of 
time before a child is seriously injured or 
killed at the crossing unless changes are 
made. 

Suzanne Marshall, who lives in Missin 
Gate, witnessed the incident. 

She said: “There were quite a lot of people 
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around at the time but nobody could catch 
the dog - it just broke free from its lead. 

“It was so distressing to see and then 
there was a very loud bang. I know there is 
not much you can do if a dog bolts across a 
road like that but it’s only a matter of time 
before this happens to a child.” 

Mrs Marshall, who has written to the 
council, added: “The crossing is in between 
the entrances to two play areas so we need 
more traffic calming measures than traffic 
lights. All it takes is for a child to just 
accidentally take one step too many and 
they could be hit. 

“Cars need to be slowed down along here 


before it is too late.” 

The call comes just a week after the 
Weekly News reported how a pedestrian 
crossing just yards away at the junction with 
Broad Street and Back Hill was also causing 
concern for residents and had been added 
to the Ely neighbourhood panel’s lists of 
concern. 

A Broad Street trader, who did not want 
to be named, said: “We need sleeping 
policemen or something to slow cars down. 
They go too fast which is when incidents 
like this occur.” 

Mark Kemp, the county council’s director 
for highways and access, said: “In this area 
of Broad Street there is already a traffic light 
controlled pedestrian crossing which we 
recommend people use as it is a very safe 
way to cross the road.” 
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Human rights group

“We had a letter signing for the 
human rights case of Eynulla 
Fatalluyev, an award-winning 
newspaper editor sentenced to over 
10 years’ imprisonment in

“In support of this case we were 
also delighted to welcome Barrie 
Hay, who is the Amnesty 
International UK country co¬ 
ordinator for the Former Soviet 
Union Region and South 
Caucasus.”

Traders unite 
over market 


FURIOUS market traders 
have launched another 
campaign in a last-ditch 
attempt to stop them 
being forced out of 
business. 

Stallholders on the Saturday 
craft and collectables market in 
Ely have joined forces and 
formed the Ely Combined 
Market Traders (ECMT) 
Association. 

They want to prove to East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC) that they will fight 
to the “bitter end”. 

It comes after the cash- 
strapped authority put forward 
plans for an £85-per-month 
increase in their pitch fees - 
which they say amounts to a 
rise of more than 60 per cent 
on their current fee. 

Traders insist the hike could 
force them out of business and 
kill the city’s Saturday markets 
off completely. 

But Fred Brown, ECDC 
leader, insists the changes will 
ensure the markets “remain 
strong and viable”. 

The new association is being 
co-ordinated by Jane Howell, 
who spearheaded the original 
Support Ely Market petition,

and dozens of traders. 

Chris Davies, who has sold 
watches on the craft and 
collectables market for 10 
years, said: “We want to show 
Fred Brown that we will not 
give in. 

“The market is making a 
profit and yet we are being 
made to suffer because of the 
council’s dire financial sit¬ 
uation. 

“These increases are too 
high and will force many of us 
out of business.” 

Mr Davies is also furious 
after he was reprimanded for 
putting a sign supporting the 
new campaign on his stall. 

ECDC bosses forced him to 
take it down because it had the 
words “Saturday traders asked 
to sign own death warrant” 
written on it. 

But Cllr Brown said that in 
the terms and conditions for 
Ely Markets, traders are not 
allowed to erect signs other 
than those that promote their 
business. 

However, Mr Davies said: “It 
seems as though we can’t even 


protest about the changes now 

“The council keeps saying it 
is consulting with us but they 
are not listening to a word we 
are saying. 

“They want us to sign a one- 
year contract to the increased 
pitch fees, which is basically 
blackmailing us into paying or 
leaving. 

“We will fight this to the 
bitter end.” 

Cllr Brown said: “Let’s be 
crystal clear about our plans 
for Ely’s Market - there are no 
plans for closure. 

“The draft improvement 
plan was not just about 
proposals to charge for the 
supply and dismantle of stalls 
on a Saturday - and this was 
not to be compulsory - it also 
looked at creating new markets 
and ways to bring new 
shoppers to the market. 

“We are currently going 
through the responses to the 
consultation to report back to 
committee. 

“We do appreciate for some 
traders this is not be a very 
palatable step, but it will help 
to ensure that the markets 
remain strong and viable in 
very difficult economic times.”

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Subway rumours 
start lobs rush 


FAST food giant Subway 
is being plagued with 
job applications from 
people who want to 
work at a store it is not 
even opening. 

Rumours that the company 
is to open a store in Ely’s High 
Street have got so out of 
control that people are con¬ 
tinually asking for jobs when 
the store opens. 

But bosses insist there are 
no plans whatsoever to open a 
restaurant in the city and that 
they are simply rumours. 

A spokeswoman confirmed 
“dozens” of job applications 
have been submitted over the 
past few months and that it is 
“worrying”. 

Earlier this year, the Weekly 
News told how rumours were 
spreading around the city that 
a Subway outlet was being 
opened in the High Street. 

The company said at the 
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time that there were no plans 
to do so but the rumours 
continued - and when build¬ 
ing work on the former Currys 
store started, the rumours 
increased. 

Builders are currently 
splitting the premises in two 
and no formal planning 
applications have yet been 
submitted, but traders in the 
city still think Subway is 
moving into one side of the 
shop. 

A member of staff from Day 
Breaks cafe on Fore Hill said: 
“We’ve heard Subway is going 
there for months - everyone’s 
been talking about it. 

“If they are, the company 
should just be frank with 
people and tell us what they’re 
planning but if it is just 
rumours then obviously they 


need to stop.” 

A trader on Market Street, 
who did not want to be 
named, added: “The Subway 
rumours have been flying 
around for months now. 

“There must be some 
element of truth in it surely?” 

But the company insists it is 
not moving into Ely. 

A spokeswoman for the firm 
said: “This is getting quite 
worrying now 

“These are simply rumours 
- we have no plans to move to 
Ely at all. 

“We have received dozens of 
job applications as a result of 
these rumours and they really 
do need to stop as there is no 
element of truth in them 
whatsoever.” 

The letting agents in charge 
of the former Currys store on 
High Street also confirmed 
that despite building work 
going on, no new tenants have 
come forward. 


Man to register as sex offender 


A FATHER has been ordered 
to register as a sex offender 
after he was caught touching 
himself sexually in public. 

Alexander Webb, 28, must 
also pay compensation to the 
two victims he horrified after 
they saw him performing a 
sex act on himself in his car. 

The civil engineer was 
caught on two separate 
occasions in Ely - once just a 
stone’s throw away from a 
children’s play area. 

Webb, of Brook Lane, 
Stretham, pleaded guilty to 


two charges of exposure 
under the Sexual Offences 
Act 2003 earlier this month 
and was sentenced at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 

Laura Mardell, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court how 
the first incident happened 
at around 5pm on May 20 
and the second on June 7 at 
4.40pm. 

Jonathan Masters, mit¬ 
igating, said his client 
accepted what he had done 
but did not know why he had 
done it. 


David Bredin, presiding 
magistrate, said: “You should 
know what you did was 
wrong but you also need help 
with addressing the issues 
you have.” 

Webb was sentenced to a 
24-month community order, 
complete with a sex offen¬ 
ders’ treatment requirement 
and he was ordered to sign 
the sex offenders’ register. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£50 compensation to each of 
the victims in the incidents.

She was so vulnerable that she 
and her husband, Lewis, were 
warned there was only a small 
chance that their daughter would 
survive. 

Mrs Lamb said: “It was so early 
we hadn’t even agreed on any 
names. 

“I was scared, really scared. 

“I now know that this was the 
earliest a baby could be born and 
still have any chance of survival. 

“I knew the NICU unit from my 
previous visits but I feared this 
time I’d simply gone into labour 
far too early.” 

But seven months on, thanks to 
the nurses at the Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit (NICU) at the 
Rosie Hospital in Cambridge, 
Matilda is now home and going 
from strength to strength with her 
brothers Ellis, 5, Cameron, 4, and 
Kieran, 2. 

Mrs Lamb is now determined to 
raise money for the NICU so it 
can keep more premature babies 
alive and is urging people, if they 
can, to make donations. 

She said: “Thankfully the 
nurses and consultants were

amazing. 

“That’s why I owe it to them to 
help raise as much money as 
possible for more vitally-needed 
equipment.

“Matilda’s shown a real fighting 
spirit and I want to show the same 
kind of drive and determination

Mrs Lamb is now coming up 
with a range of fundraising ideas 
and has been raising money 
alongside her friend Samantha 
Gallop, who is also from Ely.

Access to village hall improved for elderly users 


A VILLAGE hall and adjoining day 
centre has been fitted with a new 
ramp and doors to improve wheel¬ 
chair access. 

The £J7,000 scheme at Littleport 
Village Hall received funding from 
Cambridge Community Foundation, 
which gave £5,000 through its 
Grassroots Small Grants, The 


Clothworkers’ Foundation, which 
pledged £7,000, and East Cambs 
Community Fund. The Veolia 
Environmental Trust awarded a grant 
of £5,000 through the Landfill 
Communities Fund. 

The new ramp replaces the hall’s 
old one, which was steep and 
uneven, had no handrail, and led 


directly onto the pavement and the 
road. 

The hall’s doors were also difficult 
to use, particularly for wheelchair 
users, and did not comply with 
accessibility legislation. The new 
ramp has a shallower gradient and 
winds gently up to the hall’s entrance. 
The day centre’s louvered windows 


and entrance doors were also 
replaced so that they keep the heat in. 

Geoffrey Norman, of Littleport 
Village Hall Management Committee, 
said: “We are very grateful to all the 
organisations that have provided 
funding. Access to the hall has now 
been made much easier, in particular 
for our elderly and disabled users.” 
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Death crash teen 
loses appeal bid

A TEENAGER who lost con¬ 
trol of a car and caused the 
death of his 17-year-old 
passenger has failed to 
persuade top judges to cut 
his driving ban. 

Isaac Playford, 19, was sen¬ 
tenced at Cambridge Crown Court 
last November to 21 months in a 
young offenders’ institution after 
he admitted causing 17-year-old 
Sarah Oldham’s death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Playford, of Mill End Road, 
Cherry Hinton, Cambridge, was 
giving Miss Oldham a lift home 
when his Citroen Saxo left the A142 
at Mepal on fanuary 12 last year, 
hitting an electricity pylon. 

Miss Oldham, from Sutton, died 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital two 
days later. 

The court heard Playford had 
been reading a text message on his 
mobile phone seconds before the 
crash. 

Playford was banned for four 
years and challenged the ban’s 
duration at London’s Court of 
Appeal.

But Mr fustice Underhill, sitting 
with Lord fustice Moses and fudge 
lohn Bevan, dismissed the appeal. 

Mr fustice Underhill said Play¬ 
ford did not need a driving licence 
for any commercial reason, and the 
ban would allow him to “gain 
further maturity before returning 
to driving”. 

The Crown court had heard 
Playford was an inexperienced 
driver who had only recently 


passed his test and he lost control 
while distracted. 

Sentencing him, fudge Gareth 
Hawkesworth said: “It is clear you 
failed to pay attention to the road 
for the period of 31 seconds. 

“Nothing I say or do can com¬ 
pensate the family of your 
passenger for her death.” 

Miss Oldham, who had been 
studying for her A-levels at the City 
of Ely Community College, died 
with her family beside her in 
hospital. 

Lollowing the tragedy, her father, 
Mike, said she “was a beautiful and 
bubbly girl”. 

Her mother, Sue, said words 
could not describe how much the 
family would miss her and her 
brother, Matthew, said she would 
be “greatly missed”. 

Miss Oldham’s organs were 
donated in line with her wishes, 
and family and friends have since 
raised thousands of pounds for her 
hospital ward. 

After the original case, Inspector 
Alan Page, from the roads policing 
unit, said: “I would ask people: is 
sending or receiving a text message 
really worth endangering your, or 
someone else’s, life for?”

Adella Charlton, King’s 
director of performance 
studies, said: “Sally’s award 
was thoroughly deserved. She 
has real talent, dedication 
and the ability to take 
direction.

Police need help 
to catch vandals 



MINDLESS yobs are con¬ 
tinuing to target people’s 
gardens and open spaces in 
the Ely area. 

Now frustrated residents and 
even councillors are urging police 
to “toughen up” and punish those 
responsible. 

In recent weeks, the Weekly 
News has reported countless inci¬ 
dents of crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Offenders have damaged a 
memorial tree in the lubilee 
Gardens, vandalised flowerbeds 
outside Ely Cathedral planted to 
commemorate the homecoming 
of the Royal Anglian Regiment 
and stolen dozens of hanging 
baskets and tubs. 

A decorative wheelbarrow 
planted on the green near Annes- 
dale, Ely, was also destroyed 
recently and allotments across 
the region continue to be blighted 
by thieves and vandals. 

Patricia Simmonds, chairman 
of the Friends of Ely Jubilee 
Gardens, said: “I think the police 
are dealing with the incidents that 
are reported but they need to 
toughen up a bit. 

“I understand it’s difficult for 
officers to be in each area at the 
same time but patrols need to be 
increased. 

“It is clear Ely and the

surrounding villages do have a 
problem.These people don’t 
realise how their actions affect 
those who put the hard work into 
making their gardens and the 
streets look attractive.” 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, vice- 
chairman of the Ely in Bloom 
Committee, said: “This sort of 
petty crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour aimed at gardens is con¬ 
tinuing and it’s so disheartening. 

“The police need to be more 
reactive and prove that this sort of 
behaviour will not be tolerated.” 

Andrew Bartlett, Sector 
Inspector for East Cambs North, 
is urging residents to help police 
catch the offenders. 

Insp Bartlett said: “We certainly 
do take these crimes extremely 
seriously. 

“The trouble is crimes like 
these are random and sporadic. 
Everyone needs to work together 
in order to catch these people and 
we need people who witness any 
form of anti-social behaviour and 
crime to contact us immediately.”

“It was an absolutely buzzing 
weekend in the district. 

“To see so many events being held 
and to see so many local people 
coming together to celebrate the open 
weekend was just fantastic. 

“But it wasn’t just locals - people 
came from far and wide and that is 
what we need - more and more 


people seeing what East Cambridge¬ 
shire has to offer.”

Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
mobile play scheme descending on 
Anglesey Abbey on Saturday and the 
BOSH BASH tour from ADeC 
entertaining youngsters at the 
Babylon Gallery in Ely on Friday. 

ADeC also held a special bicycle- 
powered cinema event where people 
had to pedal to see the end of their 
films and a knitathon challenge where 
the owners of Ely’s Yarn on the Square 
teamed up with local textile artist Liz 
Hunter to teach people new skills. 

Artist Ted Coney also held a special 
family quiz at his gallery and home in 
Waterside, Ely, on Sunday to celebrate 
the weekend and the Field Theatre 
Group in Littleport screened their 
community film Common Ground on 
Sunday, which features life working 
on the Fens in the 1910-1920s. 


Union hits out over uncollected tax 


UNION bosses say councils are cutting jobs and 
services while millions of pounds in council tax 
and business rates are uncollected. 

The GMB union surveyed 47 councils in the 
Eastern region and found Cambridge City Council 
had not collected £2.3 million from the two 
sources, £1.6 million of that in council tax. 

That put the council in 14th place in the regional 
league table, two places above Huntingdonshire 
District Council, where the uncollected total is 
£2.23 million. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council had the 
third-lowest outstanding amount at £766,000, while 
uncollected amounts for other councils included 
North Hertfordshire (£1.7 million), St Edmunds- 
bury (£1.1 million), Uttlesford (£1.08 million), South 
Cambridgeshire (£1.01 million), Forest Heath 
(£945,000) and Fenland (£940,000). 

For all the region’s councils, uncollected council 
taxes amounted to £59.2 million in 2009/10 and 


uncollected business rates £39.2 million, a total of 
£98.4 million. 

The union’s figures came from an analysis of 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government statistics. 

Paul Hayes, GMB regional secretary, said: 
“Uncollected local taxes in 47 councils amounted 
to over £98.4 million in the last financial year. 

“This level cannot be accepted at a time when 
there are deficits in public finances giving rise to 
cuts in public services and job losses. 

“GMB has called for the rules to be revamped to 
make non-payment of what amounts to a property 
tax almost impossible. For example, landlords are 
not allowed to collect council tax from tenants 
when they pay rent. 

“This means short-term tenants can evade 
paying council taxes until they have left the 
property and make it difficult for councils to track 
them down.” 


Cllr Sian Reid, Cambridge City Council leader, 
said the £2.3 million amounted to 1.7 per cent of 
the total due last year. She said arrears were 
“vigorously pursued” and expects most will be 
paid. 

She said: “I don’t have this full analysis but it 
does look as if our collection rates might compare 
favourably with other cities. 

“We take the issue of council tax arrears 
extremely seriously and take all reasonable steps 
to recover outstanding council tax, from issuing 
reminders to summonses. 

“At the same time, we are very mindful of each 
individual situation. 

“The council has an anti-poverty strategy to 
collect outstanding debts and charges in as 
sensitive a manner as possible to ensure that 
further hardship, distress or financial difficulties 
are not created.” 


Warning after bonfire 
spreads to gardens 

RESIDENTS are being warned about the 
dangers of starting bonfires after a blaze 
spread quickly to three people’s gardens. 

A fire crew from Ely and another crew from 
St Ives were called to a garden fire in 
Camping Close, Haddenham, last 
Wednesday. 

Firefighters arrived just before 4.20pm to 
find a bonfire had spread to nearby fencing 
and into three adjacent gardens. 

Two hose reel jets were used to extinguish 
the fire. 

A Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
spokeswoman said: “Starting a bonfire near 
any flammable structure such as fencing or 
trees is extremely risky. 

“The recent hot weather has created the 
perfect conditions for a fire to spread 
quickly, and become out of control, as it did 
in this case. 

“If you are having a bonfire or barbecue, 
never leave it unattended, and always 
ensure it is not near anything which can 
catch fire.” 

Burglar disturbed 

A BURGLAR was disturbed while 
attempting to break in to a house. 

The offender was using a ladder to climb 
through an open window at a property in 
Heaton Drive, Ely, when he was disturbed. 
The incident happened at 9.15am on July 
22 .

A ‘DANGEROUSLY 
disturbed’ man who 
was ‘sexually ob¬ 
sessed with chil¬ 
dren’ has been lock¬ 
ed up for abusing a 
7-year-old boy 

Michael Lee, 40, of 
Parsons Lane, Ely, will 
serve six years after 
pleading guilty to two 
counts of sexually 
assaulting the child. 

James Earle, pros¬ 
ecuting, told Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court 
Lee had admitted to 
being sexually attracted 
to children since he 
was 15, as well as 
accessing child porn¬ 
ography on the 
internet. 

Mark Shelly, defend¬ 
ing, said it was “difficult 
to find mitigation in a 
case of this kind” but 
Lee’s violent sexual 
dreams had stopped 
since being in prison. 


Judge Gareth Hawk- 
esworth said: “You 
carry with you the 
stamp of someone who 
appears to have been 
sexually obsessed with 
children. 

“It is quite evident 
that you have no real 
insight into why you 
committed it and the 
nature of what you 
were committing. 

“You pose a serious 
risk of harm to young 
children. I see no 
alternative to an 
immediate custodial 
sentence.” 

Lee will sign onto the 
sex offenders register 
for life and is banned 
for five years from 
contacting, working 
with, living with or 
befriending children as 
well as befriending or 
making contact with 
anyone who is the 
parent or legal guard¬ 
ian of a young person.

Special service held for 
distinguished musician

a distinguished accompanist 
and outstanding teacher. 

The service for Clara Taylor, one 
of the most revered leaders in the 
music world, was held in Ely 
Cathedral on the last day of term at 
the King’s School Ely, where she 
was vice-chairman of the board of 
governors. 

As chief examiner of the

Mrs Taylor had been appointed 
to the panel of examiners of 
ABRSM in 1986 and held the post of 
chief examiner from 1997 until her 
death from cancer on July 2 at the 
age of 61. 

From 1966 Mrs Taylor spent five 
years as a student at the Royal 
Academy of Music (RAM) where 
she studied accompaniment. 

After completing her studies she

was immediately appointed to the 
professorial staff as a vocal coach 
and continued to teach there for 36 
years. 

In 1999 Mrs Taylor was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Academy of 
Music. 

During the 1970s and 1980s Mrs 
Taylor made frequent appearances 
at the Purcell Room and Wigmore 
Hall in London, accompanying 
many of the most promising artists 
of the day, and made a number of 
recordings with the Vanburgh and 
Alberni quartets. 

Since joining the board of 
governors of King’s in 2002 and 
moving to Ely with her husband, 
Rodney, she had enjoyed parti-

cipating fully in the life of both the 
school and die cathedral and was a 
staunch supporter of the establish¬ 
ment and development of Ely 
Cathedral Girls’ Choir.

Soulful: James

J AMES Morrison is an expressive 
interviewee. By the time we’ve finished 
chatting prior to his gig at Newmarket 
Nights, I’ve been sung to, had my leg pulled 
and heard an amusing impersonation of Prince 
Charles. All this from the soulful, sensitive¬ 
sounding singer-songwriter who looks like 
butter wouldn’t melt... 

Four years on since the success of his soaring ballad, 
You Give Me Something, the 25-year-old from Rugby has 
become an established name in the folk-pop industry, 
with his fragile, timeless voice one of the most distinctive 
around. He has picked up a BRIT award, seen two 
albums hit the Number One spot and collaborated with 
some of the hottest names in the music world. 

Last year, his single Broken Strings, on which he 
worked with Nelly Furtado, continued his successful 
streak by becoming his best-selling single to date. And I 
get my first taste of the Morrison humour when I ask how 
the two singers got along. 

“She hated me, she didn’t like me at all,” he says,

seriously at first. “I was in her face all the time... No, 
she was really cool. I didn’t really know what to expect to 
be honest, I’ve never worked with someone of that high a 
calibre. She was really down to earth and funny and sexy 
- everything you want Nelly Furtado to be, really.” 

Growing up on a healthy diet of Stevie Wonder, Van 
Morrison and Otis Redding, from an early age James was 
picking out tunes on his guitar. After years of busking in 
his home town - interspersed with a less-than- 
successful music course at school (more on that later) - 
James began playing at open mic nights, where he was 
discovered and swiftly signed by Polydor Records. 

James will be belting out his hits on stage at 
Newmarket Racecourse this weekend and is looking 
forward to being part of the party. 

“I love playing live, I’m just excited to be getting out 
there with my band,” he says. “I think all musicians like 
playing live - it’s great when the crowds are all singing 
your songs and they’re with you 100 per cent and it’s a 
beautiful day... all of that is amazing. But I think for me, 
it’s those little special moments that come along when 
you play sometimes, where the hairs on your arms go 
up. That’s the thing I enjoy.” 

James might have rubbed shoulders with royals and 
musical legends alike, but there are some who failed to 
predict this star’s ascent. After studying for a music A- 
level at school, the young musician came away with just 
a U grade. What was that about, James? 

“I know! What were they on about? Only joking -1 
dunno why I got a U really, I think it was because I wasn’t 
very good at the theory side. I didn’t enjoy it or get what it 
was about. I thought, why can’t you just listen to it and 
then play it? I learned to play by ear. But I quite like it, I’m 
really pleased I got a U,” he laughs. “It’s just funny to 
me.” 

James is now the proud father of a little girl, Elsie - the 



first born to James and his long-term girlfriend Gill. 
Has she inspired any of his songs? 

“Definitely,” he says. “I wrote a song called The 
Awakening which was about me feeling like I’ve 
woken up for the first time after having a kid, 
thinking, ‘now I know what’s it’s all about’. 

“I try not to make it too obvious though, I 
think it’s cringy if you do. I don’t want to be 
like ‘I LOVE MY DAUGHTER SO MUCH’,” 
he sings, loudly, “I just try and do it in a k 
subtle way, you know? 

“She really responds to music 
though,” he adds. “She’s a good 
little dancer. I’ve played her a few of 
my new songs just to see what 
she does, and if she dances to it, 
then she likes it.” 

With a young family and a 
great career doing what he 
loves most, James is full of 
pride - and astonishment - at 
how far he’s come in just a 
few years. 

“I couldn’t have 
guessed that I’d be 
where I am today,” he 
says. “I’ve always 
sung, and it’s always 
been what I’ve wanted i 
to do, but I thought it 
would take a lot longer.”

THE REBOUND (15,94 mins)

THE Rebound has been sitting on a 
shelf for more than a year and, in 
truth, that’s where it should have 
stayed. 

Bearing striking similarities to the Uma 
Thurman film Prime, Bart Freundlich’s 
predictable romantic comedy asks 
whether love can truly bridge the age 
divide or if the prejudices of friends 
and family will ultimately undermine 
the foundations of a relationship 
between a woman and a younger 
man. 

If the writer-director has any 
interesting observations about modern 
day romance, he fails to weave them 
into a pedestrian script that gives all of 
the half- decent lines to the supporting 
characters. 

These include two cherubic offspring, 
who are wise beyond their tender 
years and seem far more centred than 
their mother. 

“We thought that you were dead,” 
says the boy, startled when his parent 
wakes from her alcohol-induced 
stupor. 

“We thought you had asphyxiated on 



your vomit,” adds the girl sassily. 

The perfectly pickled parent is Sandy 
(Zeta-Jones), a 40-year-old yummy 
mummy whose world implodes when 
she discovers footage of her husband 
Frank (Robards) engaged in a sexual 
act with a neighbour. 

Sandy flings down her apron and 
muffin tins, abandons the suburbs and 
heads back to New York City with her 
daughter Sadie (Gould) and son Frank 
Jr (Cherry). 

The mother lands a job at a TV sports 
network and needs to hurriedly 
arrange childcare. 

So she approaches 25-year-old 
graduate Aram Finkelstein (Bartha), 
who works in the coffee shop below 
her apartment. 

Aram jumps at the opportunity to earn 
more money and gain more 
independence from his controlling 


Jewish mother, Roberta (Gleason), 
and long-suffering father, Harry 
(Garfunkel). 

Friendship turns to attraction and 
eventually Sandy and Aram 
acknowledge their feelings and kindle 
a romance that raises eyebrows 
among her friends, especially acid- 
tongued Daphne (Grant). 

Aram successfully allays fears by 
poking fun at the age difference but 
Sandy continues to fixate on those 15 
years. 

The Rebound has some amusing 
exchanges and Zeta-Jones and Bartha 
are an attractive central pairing but 
there’s simply no screen chemistry 
between them. It’s little wonder 
everyone counsels Sandy against the 
affair. 

Convention blights every twist in the 
narrative and the set pieces feel 
hopelessly contrived, like when Sandy 
attends self-defence classes and lets 
out her pent-up rage at her husband in 
one foul-mouthed primal scream. 

Or a blind date that culminates in the 
would-be suitor relieving himself in a 
portable loo in the middle of the street 
then wrapping his unwashed hands 
around Sandy’s stunned face. 
Thankfully, reality bites for a downbeat 
ending but Freundlich simply can’t 
resist a saccharine coda because a 
woman like Sandy apparently needs a 
man.

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Clematis have cultivars 
for every garden setting 


mong the glories 
of my garden are 
-Z Xclematis -1 love 
the big showy flowers of 
the hybrids as well as 
the early season types, 
such as C. macropetala, 
cascading over walls 
and fences or 
scrambling up shrubs. 

In fact, there are clematis 
for virtually every setting, 
whether you want them to 
hide a structural eyesore, or 
provide colour and interest 
intertwined with evergreen 
shrubs. There are even 
clematis specifically bred for 
containers, which will add a 
flourish to your patio. 

Combining clematis with 
other choice plants, such as 
roses, can create a focal point 
in the garden which will be 
colourful from spring to 
autumn. 

Roses and clematis are 
particularly good plant 
partners as they have similar 
feeding and cultivation 
requirements. I have a 
gorgeous shrub rose, Rosa 
‘Gertrude fekyll’, which is 
heavily scented, bearing

double, dark pink flowers in 
summer and autumn, 
growing up an obelisk, 
combined with C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, an early to mid¬ 
summer flowering clematis 
with pink striped petals which 
fade in the sunlight. It makes 
a fantastic focal point and as 
the clematis starts to fade the 
rose comes into its own. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C. alpina and C. 
macropetala, have bushy 
habits which are naturally 
suited to training up and 
hiding the bare stems of 
climbing or rambler roses. 

Early to mid-summer 
flowering clematis, including 
C. ’Lasurstern’ and C. ’Marie 
Boisselot’, are better if thinned 
to five or six shoots before 
being tied into a rose because 


then the flowers will be larger 
and more evenly spread, 
making a better display. 

Evergreen and deciduous 
shrubs can be perked up 
when planted with large- 
flowered hybrids, viticellas 
and compact species 
clematis, which flower from 
mid-summer to autumn. But 
bear in mind the flowering 
time of each plant and how 
they will complement each 
other. 

Mid-season, large-flowered 
hybrids will happily grow 
through evergreen shrubs like 
rhododendrons, while early to 
late-summer blooming 
clematis with shorter stems 
and closer flowers, such as C. 
‘Fuji-musume’ and the lilac 
coloured C. ‘fosephine’, are 
more suited to combine with 
smaller shrubs with compact 
crowns. 

The dramatic, velvety deep 
red flowers of C. ‘Niobe’ will 
climb happily through the 
popular evergreen shrub 
Choisya ternata, while many 
hebe cultivars make a good 
foil for clematis. 

Timing is important when 
growing clematis through 
trees or shrubs, if you want 
maximum colour impact. 


Plant C. montana var. rubens 
with Ceanothus arboreus 
‘Trewithen Blue’ and both will 
flower at the same time, from 
late spring to early summer, 
the pink clematis making a 
striking show with the purple 
ceanothus. Directing the 
stems of the clematis through 
the ceanothus should 
maximise the overall effect. 

Similarly, star-like pink 
blooms of C. alpina will 
pepper the crown of small, 
flowering apple trees, while 
climbers can also perform 
well as ground cover. C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, for instance, will 
flower at the base of a tree 
trunk, brightening up a bare 
patch of ground. Combine 
another variety with it and 
you can create an interesting 
patchwork effect. 

You can also buy more 
compact varieties of clematis 
which will engulf a wigwam or 
other support in a pot. I have 
one beautiful lilac-flowered 
compact Raymond Evison 
variety, C. Parisienne, which 
grows to around lm (3ft) and 
produces a profusion of 
blooms in late spring and 
early summer, but there are 
many more from which to 
choose. 



Plant compact clematis in a 
moisture-retentive but free- 
draining soil, where their 
roots are shaded but top 
growth is in the sun. Check 
the variety for best location, 
as some will thrive in semi¬ 
shade while others prefer a 
fair amount of sunlight. 

These spiky architectural 
gems are often used as the 
low maintenance focal point 
plants in patio pots or 
borders, their striking 
evergreen foliage providing a 
tropical feel to any display. 


The foliage ranges from deep 
red stripes to acid greens and 
forms an impressive 
structural shape, and as it 
matures it assumes the look 
of a palm-like tree. Cordylines 
like well-drained soil and are 
particularly good in seaside 
gardens. If you live in a cold 
area, be warned that they can 
be damaged by severe frost. 
Cordylines look great as 
individual specimens in pots, 
but make sure you cover them 
with horticultural fleece if 
frost is forecast.

Poll delight for Far East manufacturers 


JAPANESE car 

manufacturers swept 
the board in a major 
reliability survey 
published by Which? 
Car magazine this 
week, writes Peter 
Woodman. 

Japanese companies 
took eight of the first 10 
places in the magazine’s 
manufacturer reliability 
table. 

Daihatsu, with a score 
of 86.8 per cent, was top 
of the table, with Honda 
second, Toyota third and 
Mazda fourth. Land Rover 
was last on 67.5 per cent. 

The survey, involving 
more than 64,000 Which? 
members and more than 
66,000 cars up to eight 
years old, showed that, of 
sports cars, Porsche 
topped the customer 
satisfaction table. 

Second was Daihatsu, 
with Lexus third. MG was 


at the bottom of the 
sports car satisfaction 
table, being rated as 
“poor” along with 
Vauxhall, Peugeot, 
Chrysler and Renault. 

Topping the satisfaction 
table for an individual car 
model was the Honda 
Accord, followed by the 
Honda S200 and the 
Mazda MX-5. 

The Honda Accord 
scored 97 per cent in this 
category in contrast to the 
cars at the bottom of the 
satisfaction table, with the 
Renault Laguna scoring 
only 51 per cent and the 
Renault Espace last of all 
with just 48 per cent. 

The Kia Pacinto topped 
the table for new car 
reliability (nought to three 
years) in the supermini 
sector, with the Seat Ibiza 
bottom of the list. The 
Mazda 3 was considered 
the best medium car for 
new car reliability, with 


the Nissan Qashqai 
bottom. 

In the large car sector, 
the most reliable was the 
Honda Insight, with the 
Ford Mondeo bottom of 
this particular table. 

The most reliable 
luxury car was the 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class, 
with the Volkswagen Golf 
Plus the best in the multi¬ 
purpose vehicle sector; 
the Toyota RAV4 the most 
reliable 4x4 or sports 
utility vehicle; and the 
Mercedes-Benz SLK 
named the best sports car. 

Daihatsu was 

considered the best 
company when it came to 
servicing cars, with Lexus 
second and Honda third. 
Bottom of this table was 
Fiat. 

Despite the adverse 
publicity surrounding the 
recall of millions of Toyota 
cars worldwide in recent 
months, the company’s 


luxury arm - Lexus - 
topped the best 
dealership table, with MG 
bottom. 

Which? chief executive 
Peter Vicary-Smith said: 
“You don’t expect a new 
car to go wrong - but our 
rigorous research shows 
there’s a big difference 
between the best and 
worst. 

“Some small cars, 
particularly Korean and 
Japanese superminis, run 
like clockwork. Whereas 
some bigger cars, which 
you might expect to be 
more robust, aren’t all 
they are cracked up to 
be.” 

In its latest edition, 
Which? Car also included 
details of its best car 
manufacturer award - 
first announced earlier 
this year - which went to 
Skoda.

200 miles on a single charge, a 
distance that some electric 
vehicle (EV) makers are still 
striving to achieve. 

Even better, the Liberty E- 
Range Rover will come 
complete with another world 
first - wireless charging. This 
simply involves parking the car 
over an induction plate, and it 
then charges automatically 
without the need for plugs or 
power leads. 

Liberty says this new vehicle 
and its patented technology 
will revolutionise the big 4x4 
sector, and the firm’s chief 
executive, Barry Shrier, who 
was present at the North East 
trials, is proud of what Liberty 
has achieved so far. 

“We are incredibly proud to 
have proven our critics wrong 
and demonstrated the perfor¬ 
mance ability of our patented, 
class-leading technology”, says 
Shrier. 

There’s an electric motor 
sited close to each of the Range 
Rover’s four wheels, giving the 
EV a top speed of 85mph, and 
a zero to 62mph time of 
around seven seconds. Better 
still, it cuts fuel costs to around 
£10 a week for anyone who 
spends around £50 over the 
same period on petrol. 

Shrier won’t give any 
indication of what the Liberty 
Range Rover will cost, but that 
should be revealed soon now 
that the vehicle has entered the 
production phase.

Hicks won the open single sculls in 
8min 18.78sec at Strathclyde Park near 
Glasgow and will be looking to secure 
gold in Ontario next week, from July 31 
to August 1. 

The Ely rower explained that the course 
in Scotland was “very windy and 
difficult” but described his victory as “a 
fantastic achievement”, although he is 
hoping the calmer conditions at the 
Welland International Flatwater Centre 
in Canada will be more favourable. 

And looking ahead to the 
Commonwealth Championships, he 
added: “I am confident in my own 
ability but would not want to disrespect 
other racers, as the winner must be 
decided on the water.” 

The 25-year-old’s club-mates Josh 
Tonnar and Libby Milne also performed 
well at the championships. The former 
won bronze in the open under-23 single 
sculls category and the latter earned 
fifth place in the women’s junior 14 
single sculls.
